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The See of Durham was erected into a Palatinate by William tle Conqueror, 
and its Bishop, as Count Palatine, in addition to his spiritual jurisdiction, became 
possessed of almost royal powers in temporal affairs. being Lord Warden of the 
Marches Lord High Adiniral of the adjoining seas, and Conservator of the 
League between England and Scotland. . 

Early in the Twelfth century, William de Hertburn was possessed of a 
Knight’s fee upon feudal tenure from the’ Bishop. 

‘A record of al] of the lands appertaining to the Diocese of Durham in 1183 
was made it the “Bolden Book.” so called from the Parish of Bolden near 
Wessyngton, in which it is recited that William de Hertburn hz! exchanged 
his village of Hertburn for the manor and village of Wessyngvin, likewise 
in the Diocese. This was during the Episcopacy of Hugh de Pusaz, or De 
Pudsay, a nephew of King Stephen, and, with the change of estate, the family 
assumed the surname De Wessyngton. 

The catly English annals contain the names of many of the family more 
or Jess distinguished in the civil and military lists. In 1257, Bondo de Wessyng- 
ton and his son William appear in land grants. and William Weshington of 
Weshington was one of the loyal Knights who fought for Henry 3d in the 
hattle of Lewes, 1264. In the reign of Edward 3d, Sir Stepken de Wessyngton 
ran a courée at a tournament in 1334 at Dunstable. ¢ 

In 1350, William. Lord of the Manor, was granted licens¢ to settle the 
estate upon himself, his wife, and his own right heirs. He died in _1367, and 
his son. Sir William, succeeded to the manorial rights. During the Episcopacy 
of John Fordham, he was a member of the Privy Council of the County. and 
being the Jast male of the line to which the inheritance of the manor was lin 
ited, he was the last of the family to render, feudal service to the Bishop. His 
daughter, and only heiress, Dionisia; married Sir William Temple, and the 


estate passed to his family.

The Chureh had a distingnished prelate in the person of John de Wessyng- 
ton. who was elected in 1416. Prior of the Benedictine Convent. associated will 
the Cathedral of Durham. Jle suceessfully contended that the Priors of Dur- 
ham’ were entitled to. be invested with the dignity of Abbots, and as such he 
presided in 1426 at the general chapter of the Benedictine Order, held at North- 
mnpton.

48. MARY BALL, the seeond wife of 42, AUGUSTINE WASHINGTON, 
was granddaughter of 44, Colonel WILLIAM BALL of Millneck, Laneaster 
County, who emigrated from Yorkshire, England, to Virginia, about 1650. In 
1661, his name appears in the Virginia records as “William Ball, Merchant.” 
He was of a good family, his arms being described as: 


“Argent, a Jion passant sable, on a chet of the second three mullets of the first. 
rest. 
Out of the clouds proper, a demi-lion rampant, sable, powdered with estoiles 
argent, holding a globe, or.” 


His wife 45, HANNAH ATHERALL, with one son and a daughter, did 
not come to Virginia until 1667, in which year he was commissioned a Major 
and later a Colonel of Lancaster County Militia. He died in 1680, his will being 
dated October 15, 1680, and it was probated in Lancaster County November, 
1680. The will of his widow. 45, HANNAH BALL, was dated June 12, 1695, 
and also probated in Laneaster County.

He was a man of prominence, equal with his father, Colonel WILLIAM 
BALL, in the Northern Neck of Virginia. ay esiryman, a large land-owner, and 
in the County records A is styled Lieutenant Colonel.
